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PARKER MAN SENTENCED TO 12 YEARS IN PRISON
FOR 2"° DEGREE MURDER

PHOENIX - James Scott, 26, of Parker, Ariz., was sentenced here yesterday by U.S.
District Judge Roslyn O. Silver to 12 years in prison. Scott pleaded guilty on February 4, 2008 to
Second Degree Murder.

On September 24, 2006, James Scott had been drinking heavily and using illicit drugs
before going to the home of Jonathan Pintor. While at Jonathan Pintor’s home, Scott argued with
Pintor about Scott’s long-time girlfriend, accusing Pintor of sleeping with her. Scott left Pintor’s
home, but shortly returned with knife. The argument continued and Scott stabbed Pintor three times.
Jonathan Pintor died as a result of his stab wounds.

The investigation in this case was conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the
Colorado River Indian Tribes Police Department. The prosecution was handled by Raynette M. Logan,
Assistant U.S. Attorney, District of Arizona, Phoenix.
